The Ylctoria Meat Markets Looking; their 
Best With the lloliaay Uispluy. 

Victoria's meat markcta, with their 
holiday supply of first clii.aa meats at- 
tractively di.aphiyed were visited by 
tliiiuaauda laat evening, and every visitor 
was loud in his or her praises of the 
lirave show made. It is always a treat 
to inspect the stalls after they have 
been arrayed for Christmas, but this, 
year the substantial exhibition is excep- 
tionally good. 

Van Volkenlinrgli Bros, arc to the 
fore with an immense exhibit of care- 
fully dreaacd and decorated beef, pork, 
inulton, lamli and veal; and carefully 
selected poultry of all kinds and weights. 
The head of the firm told a Colonist 
man last night that iiO fat steers, 2o0 
sheep, lialf-a-hundred porkers, and 
twenty-five veal had bean sacrificed to 
meet the demands of the Cliriatuins 
trade; to say_ nothing of the sucking 
pigs, the game and the turkeys, geeae 
and chickens. Altogether this firm baa 
imported for tho provincial Christmas 
trade 21,000 pounds of corn-fed Ontario 
turkeys; 16,000 pounds of which were 
for Victoria. All arrived in splendid 
condition, the birds averaging lU lbs. in 
weight and selling al 20 to 25c. In ad- 
dition lo the iiiiporleil stock, Vau Vol- 
burgh carry about 4,000 pounda of 
provincial raised turkeys, which are 
aclliiig at 30 and 35c. 

The Queen's Market, Mr. L. Good- 
acre, iiro|>rietor, ia aa busy and prosper- 
mia aa ever, and their display ia better 
than in any jiasl year— though audi does 
seem almost an iiiipiissihilily. The ver- 
andah and posts at the entrance to the 
store are decuraled with gaily trimmed 
turkeys and gecae aa well as fine sam- 
plea of more subatantial material for 
the dinner table. In the store the 
walls have at their base big ijuartora of 
rosy beef, scalloped and triniined with 
ivy, and eachpiece siirnioiiiiled liyaliltle 
sucking pig. Over the heavy gnniiid- 
work rise lines of care/.illy trininied 
porkers, millions andlainhs, each decur- 
aled with Ihiwers, uml wilh tinkcys to 
lireak the monotony. All the meals are 
of first grade. 'The hcoves were all 
picked four-year-olds, and the other 
animals slaughtered were of tho choicest 
grades; all provincial grown ami fatten- 
ed. Eighteen men are busy to-day in 
cutting up and delivering for the 
Queen s Market; while thirty head of 
cattle and 200 sheep and piga have fall- 
en to the knife to meet the rcijuireincnla 
of this year's trade. Mr. James Habert, 
of Chemaiuus, haa the credit of sending 
down the best sheep and lambs for the 
season. 

At the corner of Johnson and Doug 
las slreeta, the fine display made by 
Robert Porter .Sons iasuliioienl to at- 
tract the most conipliiiienlary criticism. 
At tho door are some inagnilicoiit .sam- 
ples of what the Island can produce in 
the way of. fat cattle,";:dne;flne beef, 
bought from Mr. J. B. ' Gr&ves of 
Douglas Lake, weighing 1,565 pounds 
dressed, while two porkera, grown by 
Messrs, O. A. Mo'Favish and Julius 
Bretbour of Saanich, tip the scales at 
GIO and 575 pouudii respectively. At 
tho entrance to tbo tempting store has 
been placed a big Christmas cake, sent 
by Lt.-Gov. Neli^n, .with his compli- 
ineuls, and a little red ticket bearing 
the words " Robert Porter & Sons, first 
prize, 1881)," Supporting the cake 
are three saddles of mutton, 
decorated in the highest style 
kiioxvn to the export dresser of meats, 
with ornaments made of fat and mould- 
ed into the form of little pigs, sheep, 
etc., rising from the llowera and foliage 
iisoil aa trimmings. The meats were 
prepared by Mr. Robert I'orter, .Jr., 
and .Mr. J no. .Maiisoo, whose work re 
flecla credit ;ipon them.

The alarm of police proving 
falae, .Smith returned with hiu followera, 
but the roforco refused to allow the fight 
to go on. Ho said it was impoasiblo to 
obtain fair play, and declared the fight 
a draw. .Slavin showed very little 
effects of punishment, and was as full of 
fight as at the start. 

A London deauatch says: The ruf- 
fianly conduct of ,10111 .'iinitli'a frienda at 
the ring's aide has disgiialed every lover 
of fair play in the kingdom, and tho 
cowarilly decision of the rcfereo in de- 
claring the light a ilraw instead of giv- 
ing tho stakes to SUvin, who liad Ills 



man whipped from the start, has added 
to the exasperation of sporting men. 
One good result has come from the 
fight, however, which affords a good 
deal of consolation to all men who take 
an intereac in pugilistic matterH. The 
status of Smith as a fighter is as definite- 
ly settled as though he had won the bat- 
tle easily and fairly, or had beon fairly 
knocked out, as he certainly would have' 
been, had the fight been permitted to 
go on. All accounts of the mill 
agree that Smith was not in 
it, and this fact, together with tlie 
action of the Thugs who went to tlie 
ring side in his behalf to prevent hia 
being whipped, will render it impossible 
for Him to ever again obtain a reputublo 
backing, while every pugilist of repiita- 
tioi. will bo abundantly justifioii in 
treating his attempts to arrange a tight 
with contempt. NVlion the news of tlio 
fight was received at the Pelican club 
uot a man, present had a good word to 
say for Smitlij .w^ile every one praised 
Slavinj,iwbo:had^tlje'be8t'^^^^ reputa- 
tion, and'at'the'imi^e tim'e held Ilia 'own 
against the latter'a mob of cuf-thrcftts .

A FlttHT WITH BRUIN. 

The Wife of a Woodman Fights an Uglr 
Brnte. 

1'drnwoqd, Dec. 22.— The wife of 
Marouss Sisson, a woodman living near 
Millbrook Mountain, on the Beavcrkill, 
had a desperate encounter with a big 
male bear last Tuesday. Her husband 
bad been away in the woods hunting 
bears for two days, hut his fortunate ar- 
rival upon the scene while the conflict 
waa raging between hia wife and tho 
bear probably not only saved her life, 
but the lives of their babe and 4-year- 
old sou Johnny aa well. 

At the time of bruin's appearance ■ 
Mrs. Sisson was hanging out her wash- 
ing in the yard. Suddenly tliore was a 
great commotion in the house and a 
terrific barking from a little house dog 
which had been napping near the baby's 
cradle, .Johnny ran to the door and 
added his cries to those from inside by 
yelling at the top of his lungs ; 

"A li'ar, momie ! a big, big b'ar 'a 
arter baby," 

Mrs, Sisson dropped her work and, 
seizing a keen-edged axe from th^ 
wood-pile, rushed in the house shout- 
ing : 

"Up the ladder, Johnny, quick I Get 
into the loft I " 

Johnny hastily scrambled up the lad- 
der out of harm's way, and immediately 
there began a desperate battle between 
his mother and the bear. The ferocious 
brute, which Mrs. Sisson saw was 
bleeding from its right ahouldcr, where 
it had doubtless tieen shot by some 
hunter, rose up on its hind legs aud 
clawed at her viciously. For a few mo- 
menta the heroic woman wielded her 
axe with good effect, inflicting a dozen 
wounds on the brute, but unfortunately 
none of them were fatal or disabling. 

Finally, feeling her strength, failing, 
Mrs, Sisson gavo one long, agonizing 
acreani for help. She waa answcrod 
abnoat immediately by the loud baying 
of hounda near by. At this iiioniciit, 
bruin, with a blow from ono of hia great 
pawa, knocked the axe from her band 
and wounded her painfully on her right 
arm. .She sunk to the floor, but before 
the bear conld .seize lier two luigo black 
hounds, which she knew to be her hus- 
band's dogs, mailed in ami tackled tlie 
bear. A nionieiit later, while the dogs 
were battling with the luute, her hus- 
band rushed in and blew the bcar'a 
brains out with a shot from bis Win- 
chester, When the bear's cnrcasa waa 
examined it waa found that the bruve 
woman had cut it in sixteen places with 
her axe during the battle. It weighed 
when dressed 240 pounds.

: A RATIONAL DISPUTE. 



Great' 'Britidn-'ancl'' Portugal arc dis- 
puting about ib'e possession of territory 
which belongs to -neither of them. 

Great Britain lius posseasions in the 
ISoiith of Africa, and appeaia lu be de- 
sirous of uxleiuling her doiiiiiiiuii uortli- 
Wbrda. 'J'liia .slie doua for tlic sake ol 
some euterpriaiug Eiigliahnieu, among 
whom is the son-iu-luw of the Priuco of 
Wales, tlie Duke of Fife. These Brit- 
ish subjects have formed themaelvos 
into a coiiii)any, and with a view to ex- 
tend tliuir operations over an ininicnae 
territory which tliey have called Zaiii- 
beai. Part of thia territory ia called 
Mashoualana.und Mukalalaland, which 
according to a treaty made with the na- 
tive king, Lobouqula, hist year is under 
the protectorate of tircat IJritaiii. 

Portugal has posseaaioiis on the weal 
coast of Africa, and it also owns land on 
the east coast. Un the strengtli of 
these fac^ifc laya:<ilaim.to aateip of ter- 
ritory across 'the WHolSWntfnbnt. In 
this strip lie Mashouailand and -Makala- 
lalund. As far asTortngal is concerned 
these countries are mere geograpli- 
ical expiesaioiis. li haa never 
occupied them or cxorciaed sov- 
ereignty over ,.tl|ein:..'in any ^vay. 
But now, when it ia found that they are 
included in the twritory'iii which tho^ 
South Africoii 'CoiA'pany 'oan ' by its 
charter extend its operations, Portugal 
lays claim to them, and lins aent an ex- 
pedition under Major .Seipa I'iiito to 
force its authority on the Maludula 
tribe. Of course Great Jiritaiu pvutesta, 
but Portugal persists in its claim. II 
is not likeiy tKii' the tvm nations will 
proceed to extremities. Portugal is too 
weak to assert its claim by force against 
Great Britain, it will, after holding 
out for a while, liave lo give in It does 
seem tliat it really lias no sort of right 
to the land it claims, and if the native 
tribes, who really own the country in 
dispute, are allowed a choice of maater.s 
they will choose Great Britain. The 
Biitiali appear to lie liked by the iia- 
livcs ..f Southfiii and Contial Africa 
wherever they are known. They aii' 
honest and^^ithey.j are ihumuue. 'i'lny 
keep their promises, and thoy do not 
ill-use the natives. The Portuguese are 
not popular with the negro tribes. Thoy 
are in cloae alliance witli the Arab 
alave-liniitoi.-i, and supply tliem with 
arma and ainiiiunition. C'onseiiuently 
they are feared and hated. It . is said 
that wore it not for the., Portuguese at 
Delagoa Bay and elsewhere on the east- 
ern coast of Africa, the slave trade might 
soon be 8upprcssc<l. 

There is anotlicr diapule between 
Oreat Britain and Portugal, wliich is 
likely 'to complicate matters between 
the two nations. In this dispute citi- 
zens of the United States, and, l>y con- 
gequoiice, tlieir Government, are in- 
volved. A company composed of Brit- 
ish subjects and .Vinoricaii citizens 
undertook to build a railway from Delo- 
goa Bay- into the interior. For tliis 
purpose tbey obtained a grant of land 
and other privileges from thu Portu- 
guese authorities on certain conditions. 
Tho road was conimoneod, and the sec- 
tion of it to the boundary of tho Portu- 
guese se^^Uotaent nearly finished when 
the work was 8ei7.od and confiscated by 
the Govoroinent of Portugal, on tho 
ground that tho conditions 'on whi(|h 
tho company liad obtained ilia ' grant 
had not been liullilbid. Tho company 
declare that thoy have been unfair- 
ly dealt with, and have put 
ia a claim for heavy damages — that of 
the' widow of Col. MoMurrto, who was u 
Uttltod States citizen, amounts to §3,- 
800,Q0O. Heoretary Blaine backs up 
tbia widow'a claim on tbo ground that 



the forfeiture of tho railway and the 

confiscation of tlio property of American 
citizens were unwarraiitablo. Lord 
Halisbiiry has insttucted the British 
Minister at Liebon to protjs tho claims 
of tho British bond-hohlers. Foitugal 
will Itardly bo able to resist the demands 
of two such Governntonta. If its cause 
was good it might expect, by agreeing 
to an arbitration, to got out of the 
trouble without iinich loss. But from 
all that wo can learn its case ia tlio rc- 
vorso of good. In this railway matter, 
tho Portuguese authoritiea appear to 
have acted in a high-handed manner, 
iiid to have made the alleged non-fulfil 
inent of conditions a pretext to rob the 
railway compaiij' and to prevent thoBrit- 
iali from getting a toot hold in their aet- 
tloinent at Delagoa Bay. 

Tlio prospect is that in both the rail' 
way business and in the matter of tho 
annexation of Moahonaland and Maka 
lulaland, Portugal will come off second 
best, not so much, perhaps, because she 
is small and wook, but because she is in 
the wrong. 

'^FIAT MONEY. 

Tho silver questioti ia - oooupying a 

good dool' of "attention in the United 
Statea. There is a small but very ao 
tivo party which wants to uau tho Gov- 
ernment for tho purpose of giving a do 
titious value to silver. It wants tlio 
Goverumeut, by passing the silver 
througli the mint, to make .the peoplo 
of the Unitfed' States take seventy-five 
oents worth of silver for a dollar. This 
is tho old story of fiat money over again 
or the still older story (?f the govereu 
luoiit eiuleavoi ing to compel tlio people 
to take debased coin as .f it were com 
poaed of pure metal. This act cf tyraiiy, 
resorted to by needy and unprincipled 
kings, is condemned by all historians. 
But for a republic to be guilty of such 
b:ire-fnced friiiul is too liad. P.ut King 
lliiig in liicse days is as uupriueipled and 
as oppressive ua the very wost of tl 

bod kings of a bad tiim-. 

'There ia, however, a larger party 
wtioae'tnembera'are determined that tin 
btiizens of the United Stiites shall hav 

holiest iiiouey. Tlicse are tlie men who 
fought and worsted the ( ;reenl)ackera, 
and they will, no doubt, be able lo c 
found the politics of the silver scheiii 
Secretary \\'iniloiii proposes a plan by 
which' the silver- bullion deposited with 
the Govenimont will t;o into' 'circulation 
at its real or market value through the 
iustruiiientality of treasury notes. This 
.scheme of making an honest use of sil- 
ver is violently opposed by all 'those 
who want to get one hundred cents worth 
of commoditiea'for aeventy-two or abv- 
onty-five'- cents worth of silver. 
They forget that calling a piece 
of paper or a ))i('ce of silver 
,1 dollar does not make it a dollar, and 
that sooner or later, the people will in- 
sist on having honest value whether it 
is in promisea to pay or in coin. It ia 
supriairi'g '6o aee newspapers supposed to 
be honest boldly and openly advocating 
the dishone.-<l (lolhii-. Jgnoraiit people 
may bring themselves to believe that 
I iovernmonts have miraculous powers, 
and that they can convert a piece of silver 
worth only, seventy-two ueuta.into a ooin- 
worth one hundred cents, but how nlen' 
claiming to be both honest and intelli- 
gent can remain under such a delusion 
is beyond our comprehension. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The "Member ol Parliament" who is 
x constant correspondent of tho New 
York Herald does not take so gloomy a 
lew of the health of the Prince of 
Wales as Mr. Edmund Yates. In a 
ettcr written not much more than a 
week ago, ho says : 

"It has been stated over and over 
igain of late that tlie Prince of Wales is 
ill a declining state of health, and tliat 
this arises from Ida being greatly wor- 
ried over some malicious reports lecient- 
ly set afloat concerning one of his .family. 
To ignore these rumors is useless, and 
tbtJrefore it is best to deal with thorn at 
once by tho distinct and very positive 
assertion that they are untrue. The 
Prince has had no cause for anxiety, 
and whatever inyestiKationa may take 
place at ony time, neither he nor any of 
his family can possibly be injured by 
them. To thia statement you may 
safely give tho fulleat and widest inter- 
protntion, and you may dejiend iii)oii it 
that events will fully .sub.'itantiiite it." 

Kvei-y one will lio glad to sec the 
atatomont made with such conlidence 
that no member of tho Prince of Walca' 
family can be injured by the invcstiga- 
tions into the West Knd scandal. 



The conduct of our evening contem- 
porary ia very contemptible^' It admits 
that tho beer story was a fabrication 
and then asks what we have to say 
"about the misornblo fabricator's" in- 
sinuation, viz: "that the minister is co- 
ipietting witli Cowichan with the vicw 
of retiring from his present coiistitn- 
enoy."

SOLDIER POLITICIANS. 

It is lieginuing to leak out that the 
revolution in lUuzil was not effected 
c|uite so peacefully as was at first repre- 
sented. There are rumors of acts of 
cruel injustice being committed by the 
revolutionists, of figlits in which many 
were killeil, and of secret exeoutions 
without being precede<l by eveh-'ibc 
form of trial. If lirazil becomes a re- 
public and cnntiiiues a republic without 
disturbances and injuatico and blood- 
shed, it will' be>the first South Ameridan 
republic that eafablished 'and'' car- 
ried on without social commotion and 
loss of life. 

The very fact that the army took a 
|)ri)iiiineiit part in bringing about tlie 
deposition of Dom Pedro justifies 
us j' to believing that ' ^ iJie' chiuiges 
that' will', ialie"; place; in'. tl»e" Govern- 
uient of Brazil: will be attended' by. vio- 
lalice atid lawlessness. 'Soldiers, ' aa a 
rule, make dangerous ])oliticiniis. Tlie 
public man wlio lias at his l>iu;k .■icvcial 
regiments of armed and disciplined men, 
ready to obey his orders, is in a very 
different position from tho civilian wlio 
depends on his popularity alone to be 
raised to power. .South American aol- 
ilier politicians liave m^ver been back- 
ward in using llioii' military authority 
to advance their political iiit-resta, and 
there is no reason to believe tl.at Brazil- 
ian soldier republicans are made of dif- 
ferent .ini^t^naL ., .The . country appears 
to have been ^ken. by .(Surprise ' when 
tlie king was detbronqd and a republic 
.set up in place of the mild iiioiiai-chy of 
lloiii I'ihIi'o; but when the .itrugglo lor 
power among llie revolutionists takes 
place trouble may bo expected. 

It is. not'' likely that men who have 
been instrumental in bringing about the 
rovoluiion will take defeat phihisophi- 
cally, and nothing is surer than that 
sonio of them will be defeated at tho 
(Hills. A dufoaled general or the defeat- 
ed nominee of a general will be pretty 
surb toi'm'Ake trbnble.^ "If ho chooses to 
resort fci" vioien'oe tn order to defeat 
the wishes of tho people, who is 
lo restore orditr'.' A revolutionary army 
is a poor dependence in times of great 
p(diti(.'al excitement. Tlie soldieru h.iv- 
ing tasted the sweets of power will not 
readily gi,ye|^^ij.„upj, .|.|Che' ^len who de- 
throned a good King will .feel but few 
scruples in unseating wliat tbey believe 
to be a had Pie.iident or upsetting a 
( ioveniiiieiit that haa not pleased them. 

jS'o one yet knows how tlie peoplo in 
the provinces feol. Do thoy resent the 
deposition of Dom Pedro t Are they 
well affected toward the new republic ? 
Ifow will their inhabitants aet whsn 
they are rc(|nired to elect a President 
and a Legislature ? No one aeoms to bo 
in a position to answer llie.io (pieationa. 
The news from Brazil is exceedingly 
meagre. One of the first acta of tho 
ropubllcau government aeems to have 
been, to eatablish a - strict leiuorship 
over telegraph' mesaages.

Thu Xiuas e.Numinatioim in connection 
with the Kamloop.s public kcIiooIb were 
held yesterday afternoon. A large num 
bcr of parputs were in attendance and a 
very pleasant hour wua spent with the 
little folks. 

There were shipped from Kaniloops 
this week,' consigned to Van Volken- 
burg & Co., butchers, Vancouver and 
Victoria, 155 head <)f oat'j^lB 'uid about 
the same number ' ot hogs. The stock 
was from the runoli of HSini. F. G. Ver- 
non, 'iieul'' V'ornon' village, and was 
.^driven froni Unit place to Kamloops for 
sliipment. The consignriient represented 
a cash value of about §7,000. 

Jn conversation this week with a gen 
tleniau from Vernon we learned that 
Hon 1''. (1. Vernon has 101) acres under 
fall wheal, and that nnxt spring he in 
t(!mls to have tiUO acres in all undci 
grain. What a harvest tielil that will 
ninke, sure. The increase in the acre 
a)^e under grain throughout this section 
is created t<i some extent by the hope of 
the eouHtiuetion of the S. & 0. railway 
next y 

On Sunday, the ISlli mt-t., the dead 
body of I'eler Jlct.'rimnion was found 
in u Uial on the shore of Shuawap lake, 
about eight miles from Sioanious. Cor 
oner .S. Clarke, of Kamloops, wan noti 
lied on Monday, and on Tuesday he 
proceeded to Sicamous, whence the 
body had been taken, and held an in- 
ijuest thereon on Wednesday. Froir 
the evidence it Mas learneil that the de- 
ceased left the logging camp of Mes.srs 
Austin & .Marsden, on the nortlicust 
arm of Sliuswa]) liikc, .some "Jli miles 
from Sicamoas, on .Sunday, Dec. 8, to 
go to Sicamoas for snpi)lics for the 
camp, going in a row lioat. He ar- 
rived ut Sicamous on the same day about 
.'J o'clock, and asked to have the goods 
he wanted put up at once, so that ho 
could start buck that night. This was 
done, and he left shortly after 10 o'clock 
on Sunday night, with "enough liquor 
ill bini to nuiKe him tidU fast." This 
was the lust seen of McCrinunon in life. 
; .'When he did not return to the camp in 
two or three days some surprise was ex- 
pressed hut no anxiety was felt, as he 
was known to take periodical sprees, 
and at such times to go on as long as ho 
could drink, liut when a week had 
passed away without any w ord or sign 
of him, Mr. Marsden started to hunt 
him up, and as stated above, found him 
dead in the boat, and the bout washed 
upon the beach at Marble Point, eight 
miles^frmn Sioamous.^ 

Tlie'fotl lowing verdiot was rendered : 
"That the aaid Peter McCritnnion canie 
to bia"'death from' 6yei--ex'ertioni ex- 
haustipn'and exposure^ while more or 
losf uuder thfl itultience of .intoxicating 
liqudif." ' '' ' ' * ' ' 

Deceased was about 6Q yo^va pt age, 
and has been ' heard ' to remark that ho 
Was awuy from his people 30 years, who 
are supposed tb reside at or near Otta- 
wa, Ontario. The renuiins were brought 
to Kamloops for interment, the funeral 
beint; hehl on Thursday »fternfx)n.
